DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 
1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/20/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The reasoning is set forth below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 15 - 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

3. Claim 15 recites a "reeling carriage" in addition to the elements of claim 18, which 
include a "slide" and a "supporting surface". It is not clear to the Examiner how these elements 
relate to one another. Is the reeling carriage another name for the slide, or the supporting 
surface? If this is the case, then the element is claimed twice and has different names. Or are 
each of these elements distinct from each other. The Examiner understands the relation between 
the slide and the supporting surface, but not how the reeling carriage relates to other two 
elements. In the Applicant's last correspondence, in response to this rejection, it is stated that 
"[i]n claim 15, the reeling carriage (33) is a device different from the slide 95. The reeling 
carriage's purpose is to move the reel (R) on the slide, as it is shown in Figs. 4b and 4c." This, 
however, does not clarify the issue, because the Examiner can find no reference to element 95 in 
the specification. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
4: The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 8-15 and 18 - 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Thomas et al. The reference discloses (see Figs. 5 and 6) reeling means (19) for guiding a web 
onto a reel spool (43) to thereby form a reel; supporting structures (13) having a bearing surface 
for supporting said reel spool having a reel being formed and a complete reel thereon and on 
which said at least one of said reel spool and said complete reel can roll (17 and/or 27; element 
17, at different points in time, supports a reel spool having a reel being formed and a complete 
reel, therefore element 17 alone could meet the limitation); and a slide (5) having a supporting 
surface (17) structured and arranged to retain said reel spool thereon, wherein said slide is 
structurally distinct and detached from said reeling means and said slide is independently 
movable relative to said reeling means whereby said supporting surface is movable from a 
functional vicinity of the reeling means to a vicinity of the bearing surface of the supporting 
structure. The Examiner contends that elements 5 (designated as the slide) and 19 (or 19') 
(designated as the reeling means) meet the limitations of claim 8 and claim 18. The slide (5) is 
structurally distinct and detached from said reeling means (19) and said slide is independently 
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movable relative to said reeling means whereby said supporting surface is movable from a 
functional vicinity of the reeling means to a vicinity of the bearing surface of the supporting 
structure. The reeling means via its support surface (element 20) is structured so that the reeling 
means and the slide are independently moveable relative to each other. Applicant states that this 
in not what is meant by the term "independent", however, the Examiner disagrees. These two 
elements (5 and 19) are designed and structured such that one can be moved without moving the 
other, and vice versa. 

6. In regards to claim 9, the reference discloses the supporting surface and the bearing 
surface substantially on the same horizontal and vertical planes (Figs. 3 -6). 

7. In regards to claim 10, the reference discloses the supporting surface arranged in a slide 
(5 and 17), the slide supported by the supporting structure (9). 

8. In regards to claim 1 1, the reference discloses the supporting surface having a width 
equal to a width of the bearing surface (Fig. 4; see 17 and 27, although bearing surfaces not 
specifically numbered; see col. 9, lines 10+). This claim language does not require the equal 
widths of the supporting surface and the bearing surface to be exactly aligned. 

9. In regards to claim 12, the reference discloses the supporting surface of the slide is 
provided with a mating surface formed on an end thereof and wherein the bearing surface is 
provided with a corresponding mating surface formed on an end thereof such that when the slide 
is brought in contact with the bearing surface, a mating section is formed there between, the 
mating section extending on at least a length of the supporting surface and the bearing surface 
(Fig. 3; col. 7, lines 30+; col, 9, lines 10+). As can be seen from Fig. 3- 6, as the roll is 
transferred the supporting surface slides towards the bearing surface. At a point in this process, 
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ends of the two surfaces - part of each can be called "mating surfaces" - overlap. This overlap 
by definition discloses a mating section extending on at least a length of the supporting surface 
and the bearing surface. 

10. In regards to claim 13, the reference discloses the supporting surface is a rolling surface 
on which the reel spool can roll and move with respect to the supporting surface. As the material 
is wound onto the spool, the spool rolls and moves with respect to the supporting surface. 
Furthermore, as the reel spool is transferred to the bearing surface, the reel spool can roll (Figs. 5 
and 6). 

11. In regards to claim 14, the reference discloses the supporting surface forms an extension 
of the bearing surface, whereby the reel spool can be moved from the support surface to the 
bearing surface by rolling (Figs. 5 and 6; col. 10, lines 5+). 

12. In regards to claim 15, the reference discloses providing a reeling carriage (23) for 
supporting the reel during a change of the reel, and providing a pressing device (shown in Figs. 1 
- 3 as part of element 23; the Examiner is referring to the roll just below and to the right of the 
reeling means) in the form of a roll attached to the reeling carriage wherein, substantially 
immediately after the reel change, the reeling carriage is driven to the vicinity of the reeling 
means. 

13. In regards to claim 18, the reference discloses providing a reel spool with opposed ends, 
providing reeling means for guiding the web onto the reel spool (19), with a nip between the 
reeling means and reel spool (Fig. 5), supporting the ends of the reel spool on a slide having a 
supporting surface (5, 17) when the reeling means and the reel spool are in a nip closed position, 
wherein said slide is structurally distinct and is detached from said reeling means and said slide 
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is independently movable relative to said reeling means forming a reel on the reel spool, and 
changing the position of the reel with respect to the reeling means, as the reel is being formed on 
the reel spool (col. 5, lines 55+; col. 9, lines 10+). (also see discussion of claim 8) 

14. In regards to claim 19, the reference discloses sliding the supporting surface away from 
the reeling means as the reel being formed on the reel spool grows in diameter (col. 5, lines 55+; 
Fig. 5). 

15. In regards to claim 20, the reference discloses providing a bearing surface to receive the 
reel spool from the supporting surface thereon, wherein the supporting surface is provide with a 
rolling surface vertically aligned with the bearing surface such that the pair of opposed ends of 
the reel spool can roll from the supporting surface to the bearing surface (Figs. 5 and 6). 

16. In regards to claim 21, the reference discloses placing the empty reel spool onto the 
supporting structure at an initial stage of the reeling process (col. 7, lines 1+). 

17. In regards to claim 22, the reference discloses, during a reel spool change situation, 
opening the nip closed position by sliding the reel spool away from the reeling means and 
transferring the reel spool from the supporting surface to rail members (col. 7, lines 30+). 

18. In regards to claim 23, the reference discloses, during a reel spool change situation, 
sliding the support surface into an initial position in the vicinity of the reeling means, and 
transferring a new reel spool on to the support surface (col. 7, lines 1+). 

19. In regards to claim 24, the reference discloses, during a reel spool change situation, 
sliding the support surface, having a full reel spool supported thereon, along rail members and 
rolling the fUll reel from the support surface to the bearing surface (col. 7, lines 30+). The 
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referer^e discloses that the spool may be full before transporting from the support surface to the 
bearing surface, but need not be. 

20. Claims 15 - 17 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kyytsonen. 

21. In regards to claim 15, the reference discloses providing a reeling carriage (3 5 A) for 
supporting a reel during a change of the reel, and providing a pressing device (35) in the form of 
a roll attached to the reeling carriage, wherein, substantially immediately after the reel change, 
the reeling carriage is driven to the vicinity of a reeling means (Figs. 1 - 5). 

22. In regards to claim 16, the reference discloses starting the reeling on the new spool before 
the reeling carriage is driven to the vicinity of the reeling means (Figs. 4 and 5). 

23. In regards to claim 17, the reference discloses reeling a web onto a support of a primary 
reeling device for a suitable period of time, after the change of the reel takes place, and driving 
the reeling carriage together with the pressing device to the vicinity of the reeling means of the 
reeling means during the period of time (Figs. 4 and 5).
